It was apparent that 
these views would be expanded upon 
in her meeting with the President. 

Tom Bradley, the Mayor of 
Los Angeles was the key to regain- 
ing control of the city. Police Chief 
Daryl Gates admits that his depart- 
ment was slow to respond to the 
violence. The Mayor vowed “we 
will take back our streets.” bradley 

worked with the Governor, Pete 
Wilson, and the Police Chief and 
imposed a dawn to dusk curfew, 
increased the presence of the Na- 
tional Guard, and secured the use of 
the US Army and federal riot con- 
trol officials. It was Bradley that 
finally ordered police to the scene 
where the riots began. In the after- 
math, Mayor Bradley immediately 
organized a committee to start the 
rebuilding process. These reaction- 
ary measures helped the Mayor 
achieve his objective, but what hap- 
pens now? 

David Dinkins, the Mayor of 
new Yorkisresponsible forkeeping 
violent activity in his city to a mini- 
mum, As head of the nation’s larg- 
estcity, this was notan easy task and 
involved specific coordination ef- 
forts between the police department, 
public officials, and community 
leaders. With protests and inciden- 
tal violence occurring in other cities 


across the country, New York be- 
came the barometer as to whether or 
not violence would prevail or peace 
would be attained. 

There were numerous other in- 
dividuals and groups that helped to 
resolve the crisis in Los Angeles 
and other localities; and now that 
things are under control, leaders are 
assessing damage and planning strat- 
egies to rébuild. However, the 
nation’s leader, President Bush, as- 
sessed the situation by blaming cur- 
rent condition on the failed policies 
of liberal administrations. This is 
cheap politics. 

although some public programs 
have failed the African-American 
community by notstimulating indi. 
vidual initiative, the legacy of Presi- 
dent Bush and former President 
Reagan has been to systematically 
eliminate social programs without 
providing viable alternatives or ad- 
equate support structures. In addi- 
tion, Mr. Bush expressed disgust 
after viewing the Rodney King 
video, butafter the verdict, heasked 
for calm, not justice. The question 
remains, “who will lead the Afri- 
can-American community?” 
Leadership comes in many 
forms. Thus, it appears that the Af- 
rican-American community must 
stop looking for one individual to 
represent the interests of all; and, 
instead support the numerous indi- 
viduals who are making significant 
impacts in special areas or on a 
smaller scale. Furthermore, the Af- 
rican-American community has 
become too diverse to expect one 
individual to fulfill the expectations 
of all. Unlike during the sixties, this 
community now represents a mini 
microcosm of the United States with 
an economy which would rank as 
the thirteenth largest in the world.
